Last Sunday evening, between eight

Not 
long ago a Chinaman's carelessness 
caused the burning of a row of build- 
ings and threatened destruction to a 
greater portion of the town.

mimy that the builamgs- burnt were a 
good riddance to bad rubbish. 
The 


neighbors of the burnt district, upon 
being interviewed after the fire, ac- 
knowledged that it had been a standing 
invitation to the fire fiend for many 
years, yet others whose property had 
been of a character to ornament Reno 
had also been swallowed up in flames 
on account of their unfortunate prox- 
imity to rubbishy buildings, that should 
have been torn down or ordered rebuilt 
by the authorities long ago.

Not only is the united voice of the 


public that the Chinese wash-houses

time. Sidewalks are neglected, roofs 
are left ruinously leaky, till the prem- 
ises are a disgrace not only to the town 
but depreeiative to every building in the 
block; and finally a Chinaman steps in 
to take them as wash-houses, or they 
are used for other utterly irresponsible 
purposes. 
The fire comes; bums up 


the wretched shanties.; the owners, lux- 
uriating in San Francisco, collect their 
insurance money, which, with the rent 
they have collected for years, repre- 
sents a thousand per cent profit; and 
while poor, industrious owners of build- 
ings, burnt out and ruined, are com- 


I pelted to suffer with their families for 
the necessities of life, thase schemers 
build again to repeat the role.
